SEHATQR TEYE 


Explain* the Proceedings of the Paris 


Peace Commission. 


Washington, Jan. 28.—The time of 


the executive session of tie senate vras 
taken by Senator Frye, member of the 
peace commission, in a plea for ratifi- 
cation o£ the treaty. 


Senator Frye devoted himself largely 


to an explanation of the proceedings 
of the commission, reading1 liberally 
from the record as already printed, tut 
stopping as he proceeded to explain the 
quotations which, he made. He was 
asked if the president had not origi- 
nally instructed 
the commission to 


only insist upon securing a coaling sta- 
tion in the Philippine group. 


To this Mr. Frye replied that he did 


not feel at liberty to give his inter- 
pretation of the president's instruc- 
tions, 'out it was not necessary that 
he should do so as the president had 
determined to comply with the senate's 
request for the documents on file bear- 
ing upon the negotiation of the treaty. 


Mr. Frye was asked the question why 


the Philippine islands were not placed 
In the same class as Cuba, the sover- 
eignty over this island being merely 
relinquished, -while in the case of the 
Philippines it had been made over to 
the United States. He replied that the 
difference was made because in the 
case of Cuba, the commission -was act- 
Ing under instructions from congress. 
He was reminded that the Filipinos 
professed to he fighting for freedom 
just as the Cubans were and that they 
were still contending for their own 
independence. 


One senator reminded him of the 


representations of Aguinaldo's Ameri- 
can as«nt, Agoncillo, and asked if he 
meant to force the Philippine peopla 
to 
actual 
hostilities, to which Mr. 


Frye retorted that it was the oppo- 
sition which was forcing a continuance 
ol the state of war and which would 
be responsible for hostilities if they, 
should occur. As for himself, however, 
he did not know the Filipjnos in the 
transaction. 
The treaty should have 


been ratified 10 days ago, and if it 
had been all danger of war with the 
people of the Philippine islands would 
have been averted. 


Senator Berry in his speech, declared 


that the acquisition of the islands was 
merely a speculative scheme, contain- 
ing more o£ the element 
of 
land 


grabbing than of patriotism or phil- 
anthropy. 


A resolution was offered by Mr. Sul- 


livan (Miss.) declaring that the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty should not commit 
the government to a colonial policy.

'which the Comite was enabled to 
agree upon a project for the comple- 
tion of the Panama canal, with which 
the new company is prepared tc face, 
indeed, to invite, -the criticism of the 
world. 


The termini of (the canal are Colon 


on tlie Atlantic coast, and Panama 
on the Pacific. The distance between 
them is 46J miles, measure on the 
line of the canal. 


The canal is to be divided into six 


reaches, a maritime channel on either 
seacoast, and four intermediate ponds 
of varying lengths. 


The channel on the Atlantic coast 


covers nearly one-third of the length 
of the canal, being itself 24.20 kilo- 
metres in length. The bottom width 
of the channel will be 30 meties, 
and the depth beluw the mean IPVM 
of the sea (which is here practical))' 
tideless) will be 9 metres. 
The At- 


lantic channel is already completed.

He leaped to the 
roof of a stable and then got down in 
safety.

general of subsistence and to a detail 
to garrison duty.

Before the close of the court-martial 


a number of witnesses were exam- 
ined, all of whom testified to the r, ;t- 
lessness and nervousness of General 
Eagan just previous to his testimony 
before the investigating commission. 


Counsel Judge Worthington began 


the argument for the accused, open- 
ing by saying that he contended that 
by the law of this country, civil, crim- 
inal or military, the defendant could 
not b<5. called to an account for what he 
said before the war investigating com- 
mission. The remedy, said the judge, 
lies' •with the tribunal before which 
General Eagan gave his testimony. He 
pleaded extreme provocation, as justifi- 
cation of the strong language used by 
the accused. 


Judge Advocate Davis closed the ar- 


gument HR said that he had no other 
idea from the begimiin^ than that all 
the facts and the whole truth in this 
case be brought out. He said that If the 
accused thought himself aggrieved by 
the statement of General Miles he had 
& positive f»nd sure remedy. He had 
a right to demand a court of inquiry 
and he also had the undoubted remedy 
of resort to 
the civil and criminal 


law. But he saw fit to ignore all these 
remedies and to take the matter into 
his own hands.

Huil Will Amend His Army Re- 


organization Bill. 


NUMBER OP MEN TO EE EEDTTOED. 


in Order to Insure iiie Vu«»aee of the 


Measure It Itt I>e«med Wise to Aban- 
don the 
Idea of Providing 
Directly 


For a Regular Army of On« Hundred 
Thouaaud 
Men. 


Washington, 
Jan. 
28. — Chairman 


Cull has decided it would be wise in 
order to insure the passage of his army 
re-organization bill to abandon the 
Idea of providing directly for a regular 
army of 100,000 men. 


He announced on the floor that the 


committee would offer amendments to 
reduce the number of enlisted men" to 
about 60,000, but lodge in the presi- 
dent's discretion the authority to in- 
crease the 
army to a maximum of 


100,000. 


These amendments have been pre- 


pared. 
They provide that the presi- 


dent may in his discretion, enlist only 
GO men in the infantry companies and 
60 men in the cavalry troops. By the 
terms of the bill there are to be 30 
infantry regiments of, 10 companies 
each with a strength of 145 men, and 
12 regiments of cavalry of 10 troops 
each with a strength o£ 106 men. This 
discretion, if the president would ex- 
ercise it, would reduce the number of 
enlisted men about 31,000 and practi- 
cally leave intact the organization pro- 
vided in the bill so far as officers are 
concerned. 


How far this proposed modification 


will allay the opposition remains to be 
seen. Mr. Johnson of Indiana, who 
took a prominent part in the fight, 
after the general debate closed, de- 
clared that the purpose of the bill was 
to have an army of 100,000 either by 
direct authority or the exercise of the 
president's discretion, and he declared 
his purpose to fight to the bitter end 
the machinery which was being forged 
for a colonial system. 


Mr. Henderson, in the course of the 


debate, declared his belief in the un- 
wisdom of annexing the Philippines. 
Mr. Johnson said the vital mistake was 
made when the president instructed the 
peace commissioners to demand tho 
cession of the Philippines.

Vancouver, B. C., Jan. 28.—Eleven 


of the crew of the ship Manbare, after 
escaping death by drowning, were cap- 
tured and devoured by New Guinea 
cannibals. 


,The Manbare was bound for Sydney, 


Australia, when it was caught in the 
terrible gale of December. Near Cape 
Nelson it began to sink. 
The crew, 


18 all told, left the vessel in boats and 
soon became separated. 


A boat containing a dozen men was 


finally thrown ashore 10 miles from 
the cape. The sailors were seized by 
natives from the interior and hurried 
off to the village of the chief. 
One 


man, James Greene, escaped. 


The sailors were stripped and bound 


and killed, one each day. A wild orgie 
was participated in hy at least a hun- 
dred savages who had gathered for 
the feast. 
- The sailors were tortured hy the oM 
women and children of the tribe. The 
eyes of one were gouged. The doomec 
men stoically watched the elaborate 
preparations of their death. A huge 
pot filled with boiling water was uaet 
for the feast, which, on the first day 
was prolonged away Into the night. 


The men were beheaded In some 


cases, their heads being stuck on poles 
and paraded before the men who were 
to suffer the same fate. 


Greene was rescued by a steamer 


after tramping without food a day and 
a night to reach the coast. The scene: 
of horror he had witnessed turned hi 
hair snowy white.
